DS IS Friendſhip, or the love of our Country: 
== Friendſhip, the greateſt bleſſing in life to 
- a generous and beneficent ſpirit ; and the 
love of our Country, the higheſt of ſocial duties! 


If Dr hath been objected to the Chriſtian re- 


without which, it is impoſſible to be a good man, and 
much leſs a good citizen. Now the inference from 
hence muſt be, that this inſtitution is ſo far defective; 
and conſequently, not that complete ſyſtem of religi- 
ous and ſocial duties which its advocates proclaim it. 
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Bo T theſe objections, as all others againſt the reli- 
gion of I Es Us, will be found upon enquiry, the ef- 
fects of narrow thinking; and a very careleſs and im- 
perfect peruſal of the Goſpels. 

Ir men would allow themſelves, or (to ſpeak more 

properly) if they had talents to think largely, and 
freely, upon theſe points, they would find, that theſe 
duties are ſufficiently enjoined in precepts of more en- 
larged and extenſive uſe, where it was of any import- 
ance that they ſhould ; and that in thoſe circumſtan- 
ces, and limitations, in which they are not enjoined, 
it was altogether unneceſſary to deliver expreſs formal 
ts concerning them. For as to the firſt objec- 
tion, it is evident that Friendſhip, in the refinement of 
the idea, is a principle, which it would be of ſmall 
importance to recommend, and inculcate to the world; 
there being, in truth, but few ſpirits formed to com- 
prehend, and act upon it. And nothing but a princi- 
ple of extenſive and univerſal uſe, could be worthy 
the care, or the character of IE SuS CHRIST. 
And if you conſider this principle in a leſs exalted 
ſenſe, it is evident that the neceſſities of life, affinity, 
education, ſimilitude of mind and manners, and inter- 
- courſe of good offices, will, in the natural train of 
things, for ever knit men into ſuch friendſhips, as an- 
| ſer all the ends of Society; and ſufficiently manifeſt 

all the pleaſures and advantages of ſuch an union, and 
af fidelity and conſtancy in it. And on the other 
hand, that the ignominy, contempt, and ſelf- condem- 
ya, which muſt e await infidelity and in- 
7: = "i conſtancy, 
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conſtancy, in engagements of that kind, will always —.— 


ſufficiently manifeſt the guilt and ug of _ a 
conduct to the world. 

As to the other point, to wit, -3the Ire wy our 
Country, this may be conſidered in two reſpects: firſt, 
as it implies a Sublick ſpirit, and love of ſociety, in 
contradiſtinction to ſelf-love, and ſelf-intereſt; or, _ 
condly, as it implies the love of our oum country, in 
preference to all other countries. Now if by this prin- 
ciple, be meant a principle of publick- ſpiritedneſs, in 
oppoſition to ſelf- love, and ſelf-intereſt; this is that 
fpirit which the very genius of Chriſtianity breathes 

throughout the whole New Teſtament. For Charity 
is well known to be its peculiar, and predominant vir- 
tue: And it is one known character of Chriſtian Cha- 
rity, that ſhe ſeeketh nat ber "own nor is there any 
one thing ſo conſpicuous either in the example of 
CuRrsT, or the writings and lives of his Apoſtles, as 
the practice IIS W 
ing it. Al 

As 40 cur bleffed Saviour hümfeif 35 chatter 1s 
briefly and excellently ſummed up, in that. ſhort ac- 
count of him, vb went about dortig good > So far was 
he from imagining that his beneficence was to be con- 
fined to himſelf, to his own home, or his own family, 
that he went about, ſeeking for objects, on whom to 
employ it to the greateſt advantage; relieving every 
want that came in his way; correcting every error; 
healing every infirmity, and inſpiring every virtue: 
and above all, inculcating true piety and the fear of 


God, 
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Gop, whereever he went: carefully correcting = 
cortuption that debaſed, and every ſuperſtition that 


diſhonoured true religion; and zealouſly reſtoring all 


its abuſed and perverted precepts, to their original pu- 

Ab as this was the practice of IESuS CHRIST, 
1. was the ſtudy, the delight, the glory of his follow- 
ers, to imitate his example. The whole buſineſs of 


their lives alſo, was going about to do good; and in- 


ſtructing mankind in every duty, and every virtue that 
inſpired and promoted the ſame principle. Not one 
of them ever imagined that themſelves and their fa- 
milies were the great and important buſineſs of their 
lives; and that their brethren in diſtreſs made no part 
of their concern : on the contrary, the good of man- 
kind was their firft care, the main of their ſolicitude ; 


and the care of themſelves but a ſecondary. concern: 


ſo far indeed of great importance, as it was neceſſary 
to enable them to the great · work of univerſal benefi- 
cence. — Chriſtian Charity, that Charity which et- 
eth not ber con, but the good of others, was the great 
and governing principle of their lives! Their main 
doctrine to their followers of all forts, was, to add to 
— kindneſs ; and to brotherly kindneſs, 

And their ſtricteſt charge, and peculiar in- 
— to the rich, was, 70 do good, to be rich in 
good works, ready to diſtribute, glad to communicate — 
rejoicing in every opportunity of imitating the benefi- 
cence of Gop; and reſembling him in that truly god- 
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like power, and principle, of relieving wants, diffuſing 

bleflings, and multiplying happineſs all around him. 
AND when all this is well conſidered, ſurely no 
man will ſay, that the love of our Country, as far as 
that is implied in the love of mankind, and in a fpirit 
of publick beneficence, in contradiſtinction to ſelf- 
love and ſelf-intereſt, was left either unexampled, or 
uninculcated by CHRIST and his Apoſtles. | 
As to the other point, to wit, the love of our own 
country, in preference to every other country, it is 
obvious enough, that intereſt, and natural alliances, 
the cement of the fame laws, language, religion, and 
inſtitutions of every kind, will tie men but too par- 
tially in their attachments to their on country; not 
3 to all others, but, too often, even 
in oppoſition to them. And therefore precepts en 
forcing this point, would not only be unneceffary, but 
dangerous; inaſmuch as they might naturally urge 
theſe partialities to very deſtructive exceſſes; as in fact 
they did, whereever they were delivered: it being 
ſufficiently known, that all but Jews were aliens and 
abominations to the people of the c; and all but 
Greeks, aliens and barbarians to Greeks; and all but 
Romans, aliens and enemies to the Romans. This our 
bleſſed Saviour well knew; he well knew that new 
lights, and more e views upon both theſe points, 
were much more neceſſary, than precepts and exhor- 
tations : And for this reaſon he ſubſtituted Chriſtian 
Charity, a far nobler principle, in the place of thoſe 
(a and limited affections, which before fwayed 
| the 
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the world. But at the ſame time, to let mankind ſee 
that he meant neither to diſcountenance trueFri 

nor true Patriotiſm, in their utmoſt refinement and 
exaltation ; and that no man might pretend to be un- 
guided in points of ſuch importance, he hath taken 
care to teach them, in the ſafeſt, moſt unexceptiona- 
ble, and moſt perfect manner imaginable, by his own 
example: An example, ſufficient, at once to ſhame, and 
to filence, all the boaſted, all the real, and even all the 
fictitious examples, both of friendſhip and patriotiſm, 
throughout the whole Heathen, and Jeuiſb world. 
Inſomuch, that it is amazing to think how little our 


bleſſed Saviour's character hath been noticed upon theſe 


heads; or rather, how ſtrangely it hath been overlook- 
ed, by almoſt all the advocates for the Chriſtian cauſe. 
And therefore I ſhall beg leave to touch theſe points as 
briefly as I.can, on this, occaſion : ply Ne x ae

To begin then 8 the point of Friendſhip. ln 
the firſt-place, that of our bleſſed Saviour, is, above all 
others, fingularly eminent, and inſtructive] inaſmuch 
as he hath ſhewn Friendſhip to be practicable in the 
hardeſt inſtance; in the moſt difficult, and at the fame 
time, the. moſt. uſcful caſe that can be put: and in a 
caſe, where it is generally eſteemed impracticable to this 
day: and that is, the caſe of a Superior to thoſe be- 
neath him; of a Lord and Maſter, to his diſciples, and 


en And yet he knew ſo well to bring him- 
ſelf 
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ſelf down to their level, by humility ; (an humility 
that ſtooped even to the loweſt offices; ſuch as wait- 


ing upon them at meat, and even waſhing their feet) 
that his ſuperiority created no diſtance, but that of a 
more exalted admiration and eſteem : Yet was his, no 
preeminence of earthly honour and affluence; no pre- 
eminence of tranſient, accidental, or trifling ad vanta- 
ges; ſuch as give poor pageant diſtinctions to the high- 
er orders of men here below : but a preeminence of 
inherent, permanent, eternal excellency ! 

Ir then it be one character of true friendſhip, that 
it levels and brings to an equality ; this of our bleſſed 
Saviour's is the moſt eminent inſtance in that kind, 
that ever was, or ever can be among mankind. 
Is the next place, our bleſſed Saviour was not con- 
tent to bring himſelf down by virtue to the level of his 
friends : he did more, he exalted them, by high ad- 
vances, to his own eminence ! by amply endowing 
them with thoſe powers and gifts of the Spirit of God, 
which gave him the advantage over all the reſt of man- 
kind. The ſame power which the Father conferred 
on him, he as freely conferred on them: And when 
he had performed ſome mighty works, that created 
admiration and amazement in them, he took care to 
prevent any poſſible degree of jealouſy, or diſquiet up- 


on that head, by the kindeſt and the fulleſt aſſurances, 
JL en perform yet greater works e 
Ix then a communion of earthly goods, a ſharing 


of the common W be 
counted 
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nerous friendſhips here below ; yet is this but the low- 
eſt and the meaneſt mark of the friendſhip of Jzsvs : 
which freely and amply communicated the nobleſt and 
moſt diſtinguiſhed bleſſings that Gop himſelf could 
confer. And therefore in this alſo is the cadſhip of 
Jesvus infinitely eminent above all others. 

IT were too tedious, and would far exceed the li- 


mits of this diſcourſe, to infiſt accurately and exactly 


upon every particular of our bleſſed Saviour's character 
in this point ; and therefore I ſhall only obſerve in ge- 
neral, that if a communion of counſels, and a ſtrict 
unſelfiſh union of intereſts and affections, and all theſe 


founded upon virtue, or to ſpeak more properly, ce- 


mented by every virtue, and calculated and conducted 


to the nobleſt purpoſes. — If a ſolicitude to alleviate 
afflictions, a moſt tender and generous concern for the 
ſafety, honour, and happineſs of thoſe we love, even 
in the midſt of the greateſt dangers and diſtreſſes and 


that concern ſtretched beyond the grave, nay extend- 
ed even to eternity; If theſe be characters of the moſt 


Tefined and exalted friendſhips, I am perſuaded that all 


[thoſe of all mankind, united, cannot come up to the 


perfe@tion of our bleſſed Saviour's fingle example in 


-this point. 
Bo T if any man hath the leaſt doubt on this head, I 


ſhall only beſeech him to read over the Goſpels in the 


view of conſidering this ſingle point; and more parti- 


cularly that of St. John, from the thirteenth chapter 


to the 6 3 There he will find, that 
Feſus.

= 2 — leved bis own, truly loved them unto the | 
end; and "manifeſted that love in a ſurprizing variety of 
tender care and concern for them; in the tendereſt 


conſolations, inſtructions, and exhortations, that can be 
imagined ; adding to all theſe, the moſt affectionate 
and fervent prayers to Go p, in their behalf; and ex- 
preſſing the moſt friendly ſolicitude for their ſafety, at 
the very inſtant that he gave up his own. - And laſt- 
ly, in the very agonies of death, adopting one of them, 
whom he loved beyond the reſt, into the neareſt and 


deareſt relation. A Friend is faid to be another Self; 


and if ever it was ſo in any-inſtance, it was eminently 
ſo in this— When JIxsus, in the very agonies of 
death, ſeeing his mother, and the diſciple -whom he 
loved, at the croſs, ſubſtituted his friend in his own 
place; ſaying to his mother, Woman, behold thy fon— 
and then turning to his friend, beſtowed the moſt glo- 
rious of earthly parents upon him; Behold thy mother 
Never ſurely from the foundation of the world; were 
friendſhip and filial piety ſo tranſcendent, ſo united 
ſo nobly, and ſo amiably exemplified to mankind 

. SINCE then our bleſſed Saviour gave the molt per- 

fect example of friendſhip to the world, and at the 
ſame time gave an expreſs command to his followers 
to imitate that example, certainly.no man of candour, 

or common ſenſe, can, upon a fair inquiry, pretend 
that the world was left uninſtructed 2 
3 by Jesus CHRIST.

A SERMON preached before

As our blefſed Saviour's example is thus ſingularly 


inſtructive to us in the point of friendſhip, it is not leſs 


fo, with regard to the love of our Country. 
IT is abundantly known, that before Chriſtianity 
prevailed in the world, mankind were under the 


ſtrongeſt Deluſions in this point; inſomuch that every 


region under heaven, conſidered themſelves and their 
dependences, as the only parts of the creation, to which 
they owed any regard; and to which, they not only 
juſtly might, but in truth, were ſtrictly bound to fa- 
crifice the \ intereſt and well-being of all others. — 
Whereas now, the world hath learned a truer, and a 
nobler way of thinking— True religion hath taught 
us, that all mankind are in reality brethren ; and that 
the moſt diſtant regions of the earth, are no more than 
remote diſtricts of the different branches of the fame 
family : and conſequently, that we are to purſue no 
intereſt of our own, otherwiſe, than in a juſt, and due 
conſiſtency with the intereſt, and well-being of all the 
reſt of the world. Our ble ſſed Saviour hath indeed 
taught us by his own example, to give the intereſt of 
our country the firſt place in our affections, but by no 
means to confine them to that only; but to extend 
our regard, our concern, our beneficence, to all man- 
kind. He himſelf firſt preached to the people of the 


Jus, in preference even to their brethren the Sama- 


ritans; and alſo commiſſioned his Apoſtles to make 
them their firſt care; but then all mankind were their 
ſecond: and every region of the earth, ſhared both his, 

and 
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and their ſolicitude, for the ſalvation of ſinners, - as 


well as Judea. And when our bleſſed Saviour had 
ſpent the appointed portion of his life, in the more 
immediate ſervice of his country, neither did he refuſe 
to devote himſelf to death for their al- 
though not for theirs only. — Thus we find, that 
when Caiapbas propheſied that Feſus ſhould die for 
that nation— the Evangeliſt adds, and not for that 
nation only, but that alſo he ſhould gather together in 
one, the children of God that were ſcattered abroad. ' 
Hxxx then is the moſt perfect pattern of Patriot- 


iſm, that ever was exhibited to the world The prime 


of life, entirely devoted, in the moſt uſeful, the moſt 
exemplary, the moſt indefatigable, and difintereſted 
manner, to his care and concern for his country; and 
after this, life itſelf calmly and deliberately facrificed 
to it : ſubmitted to all the extremities of pain, and pu- 
niſhment ; and to all the inſults of ſcorn, and infamy. 

Au p here we ſee with what propriety the 'precept 


in my text is called a new commandment. Loving our 


friends and our country, up to the perſection of our 
bleſſed Saviour's example, was a practice, till then un- 
precedented ; and a precept, unknown, and unheard 
of in the world : and therefore the duty was very pro- 
perly matter of a new commandment. A new cum 
mandment I give unto you, that ye love one another ; as 
I have loved you, nimm 


My Brethren, che bares Grant 
many, and excellent: but I ſhall confine myſelf at 


preſent, 
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of your own country, and of mankind, 


preſent,” to one or two that are plain and obvious. 


Ix you are indeed Chriſtians, you will bring no 
obloquy upon the religion of JESUS CHRIS, by 
that meaneſt and moſt deſpicable of all antichriſtian 
vices, ſelf-· love, and ſelf-intereſt, in oppoſition to pub- 
lick ſpirit, to the good of your country, to univerſal 
benevolence, and to Chriſtian Charity. If you are true 


followers of CHRIS, you will to the utmoſt of your 


power bleſs. your country, as CHRIST did his: you 
will, as far as in you lies, bleſs the whole world.around. 


you, after his example: Not perhaps in the ſame man- 


ner, nor in the ſame inſtances, and much leſs in the 
fame degree, which is impoſſible ; but in every inſtance 
in your power, and to the utmoſt of your power : 
more particularly in employing all the means which 


Gov hath put into your hands, to bleſs and be bene- 


prong oof IR 8 that he that is ſo 
employed, is ſo far in the imitation of his bleſſed 
Lord and Saviour, in ſome of the moſt heavenly of- 
fices even of his divinity ; cultivating the virtues, heal- 
ing the diſeaſes, and relieving the diſtreſſes of mankind ! 
he is fo far miniſtering 1 
tating the bleſſed Jz s us's example, obeying his pecu 
e 
his Goſpel over the earth. 

7 WHAT remains then, but to put you in mind, that 
in promoting the good work, we are this day aflem- 
bled to encourage, you are, after the example of your 
bleſſed Redeemer, at once conſulting the well-being 
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In the firſt place, you are conſulting your W 
being, and that of your country. 
Mx Brethren, the Proteſtants of Ireland are ft 
eiently known to be an aggregate of Colonies from 
Great Britain: they are your Brethren, bone of your 
\ bones, and fleſh of your fleſh. And this is ſo inconteſ- 
table, that, in fact, there are not ten families of note 


in the nation, who are not originally Britiſh": nay, 


and ſome of thoſe, whom Superſtition hath warped 
into your moſt determined enemies, are in their origin 


your own. So that bleſſing and benefiting the Prote- | 


ſtants of Ireland, and even ſome of their, and your 
enemies, is, in effec, mmm _ 
friends: that is, yourſelves. 

BESsIDEs this, the Proteſtants of Sela re Unt 
to you, by ſtronger ties than thoſe of blood: by the 
cement of the fame intereſt, religion, laws, and lan 
guage. So that every acceſſion of ſtrength, ſecurity, 
eaſe, and advantage to them, is, in effect, ſo much 
added to your own. And what an addition, the con- 


verſion of the natives to the Prateſtant religion, would 


make to them, in all theſe inſtances, is needleſs to be 
inſiſted upon: And ſurely it were as needleſs, to urge 
the advantages that would accrue to you alſo, from 
this converſion; inaſmuch as your true intereſt is real- 
ly the ſame, Their poverty hath always impoveriſhed 
you, and their riches enriched you : their wealth, at 
leaſt all their PIE wealth, becomes yours, as

Hereupon many fuch Schools were ſet up in Dublin and ſome. o- 
ther chief Cities and Towns, under the Encouragement and Direc- 
tion of ſeveral of the Biſhops, Nobility, Gentry and Clergy ; as a 
Means to forward the Work; but after the Experience of many 
5 they 2 that the Succeſs did not anſwer their Expec- 
Children being taught as Day-Scholars only, and 
3 out De and Servants, not far enough from 
their on their Popifh Parents and their Prieſts had too 
py ki Acceſs to them, and often found Means to draw them back 
to Popery, juſt at that Point of Life, when Children begin to be 
fuſceptible of religious Impreſſions. 

But this Scheme, even though it had not failed in any Part, was

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It was therefore judged neceſſary to find out ſome other Expedi- 
ent, that might operate more extenſively and effectually, to the ge- 
neral Converſion and Reformation of the poor Natives. And the 
Expedient at laſt happily choſen, was to apply to His Majeſty by 
Petition, that he would by his. Charter incorporate a Society, with 
Powers for erecting Schools in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, wherein

An humble Petition was , accordingly preſented to His Majeſty, 
dated the 17th Day of :April,. 1730, being ſigned by their Excel-. 
lencies the then Lords Juſtices, and a great Number of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, :of the Commons, the Clergy, and other 
principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom; whereupon His Majeſty, 
through the favourable Interpoſition of his Grace the Duke of Dor- 
ſet, then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was graciouſly pleaſed to grant 
his Royal Charter for the Purpoſes before mentioned, bearing Date 
the 24th Day of Oftober, 1733. | | 
| e 6th Day of February following, the faid Charter was ſo- 
lemaly ed and read in the Council Chamber in Dublin, in Pre- 
ſence of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, and many of the Nobility 
and Gentry.
